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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of Group VI (claim 1 5) in the reply filed on 1 3 March 2006 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Therefore the restriction has been made FINAL. Claims 1-14 are 
withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to nonelected inventions. 

2. The drawings filed 22 March 2004 are objected to because letters in the shaded parts of 
Figure 3 cannot be made out. Corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. See 37 CFR 1 .85(a) and MPEP 608.02(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Redei (1973, 
Mutation Res. 18:149-162) taken with the evidence of the instant specification. 

Redei teaches an Arabidopsis mutant in which the expression of an MSH1 -homologous 
gene, chm, is suppressed (pg 150, paragraph 3). The aberrant phenotype of the mutant includes 
white-green-yellow variegation, rough, ragged appearance, and male and/or female sterility 
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(paragraph spanning pg 150-153). The instant specification teaches that CHMis the MSH1- 
homologue AtMSHl (pg 7, line 4). 

5. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Martinez-Zapater et 
al (1992, Pant Cell 4:889-899) taken with the evidence of the instant specification. 

Martinez-Zapater et al teach an Arabidopsis mutant in which the expression of an MSH1- 
homologous gene, CHM, is suppressed (pg 890, paragraph 2). The aberrant phenotype of the 
mutant includes white-green-yellow variegation and male sterility (pg 890, paragraph 2). The 
instant specification teaches that CHM is the MSHl-homologue AtMSHl (pg 7, line 4).
